Crop  Yields  Second  Highest  in  History 

Crop  yields  in  1967  were  the  second  highest  of 
record  despite  some  setbacks  from  a cool,  wet 
spring  in  much  of  the  East,  heavy  rains  in  June 
over  much  of  Corn  Belt,  moderately  dry  July  and 
August  weather  in  portions  of  the  North  Central 
States,  and  unfavorable  fall  harvest  in  the  eastern 
two- thirds  of  the  Corn  Belt.  Atlantic  and  South 
Central  States  had  the  best  crops,  except  cotton,

Grains  seeded  in  fall  of  1967  entered 

winter  in  good  to  excellent  condition,  except  in  the 
important  Central  and  Southern  Great  Plains. 
There,  an  exceptionally  dry  fall  restricted  root 
and  plant  development,  permitting  some  wind 
erosion.  Elsewhere,  small  grains  wintered  with 
light  losses.
